A il vous plait/”—permit a me, Madame, to ave de honoure of showing you, 
Ac* Ac., came quick and enthusiast icaily, from every one of the holy brotherhood* 
They showed her every part of the building—talked with heron astronomy and 
optics—discoursed on poetry and histoiy—and then sallied out to walk about and 
Around—around and about, the lieautiful lake When she was about to leave 
the grounds, it was difficult to get away—the fascinated priests were bowing and 
bon^ouring for an hour, and it was feared they would continue till sundown* 

At Mobne Mrs. B* resided several months. She was in the b^t society there, 1 
ud was certainly the htlle of the city. A very wealthy but avaricious old ba¬ 
chelor was so fascinated with her, that he made her several presents of valuable 
jewelry* This fact leaking out, first led the female world to imagine suspicions 
unfavorable to her character.

The history of the gentleman whose name is the basis of the above paragraph,

His rise 
and famine are singularities in the history of the drama*

Mu. Editou— As I suppose every thing in relation to the speed of the horse 
is a proper subject for the Turf Register avid Sporting Magazine, I would be 
glad to make inquiry through it for the quickest time in which a quarter of a 
mile has actually been run, where the time has been accurately ascertained by a 
good watch. I am led to make the inquiry hv supposing that most people are 
under a great error in regard to this matter. It is frequently asserted that a first 
rate quarter nag will run the 440 yards in from seventeen to eighteen seconds. I 
lately timed a good horse, though perhaps not first rate, that was twenty-four se¬ 
conds ruouing the quarter. This led me to make some calculation, wliieh I 
send you.
